Dispute Over Possession of 


Body at Findlay. 


A press dispatch from JFindlay says: 


A morbid contention between two 
undertakers lent a dramatic side to 
the tragic death of Clinton Dillon, an 
eightetn-year-old youth, in the yards

D., last evening. The

engine and was struck by the cars, on 
a swiwh along-side. He was instant 
ly killed and Coroner Brake ordered 
undertaker Bamhart to take charge of 
the remains and bring them to the 
station, preparatory to their removal 
to the morgue for a post-mortem. 


White the ambulance was being 


summoned undertaker Renshler ar- 
rived on the scene and took the body 
in his ambulance on the authority as 
agent for a local burial association to 
which young Dillon belonged. The 
coroner repairing to the morgue to 
hold his examination found the body 
missing and when the state of aftalrs 
was unfolded a rather sharp clash took 
place before the battered remains were 
surrendered. Young Dillon's death is 
more than ordinarily Sad 
His oldest 


brother lost his life while gallantly 
righting in the Philippines a few 
months ago and his aged 
father 


mourned so that he soueht a suicide's 
grave.
